CHICAGO (JP — Most of the $673,- 
604 fortune left by a Czech-born 
Chicago inventor is earm arked for 
bribery or other means of spring­ 
ing five of his relatives from be­ 
hind the iron curtain. 
The will of Rudolph F. Hlavaty, 
made public Thursday with the 
filing of an inheritance tax return 
in Cook County Court, stipulated: 
“ The trustees shall use such por­ 
tions of the principal and interest 
of my estate as they shall deem 
best for migration of any and all 
of the beneficiaries to the United 
States in the earnest hope and 
expectation that the beneficiaries 
shall have the enormous benefits 
of our dem ocratic form of gov­ 
ernment.”
